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Fiscal Note

Enactment of this bill may result in a small increase in enrollment at institutions in the Utah System of Higher Education.  While the number of 
dependents eligible for this benefit could increase in the future, depending on future action involving the National Guard, the estimated current number of 
eligible dependents (whether currently of college age or not) is less than 10.  Based on this estimate, new students attending state institutions as a result of 
this legislation could be accommodated within current budgets.  It is estimated that the current cost of providing this benefit would be approximately 
$5,200 per student.

State Impact
